BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
Also Known As 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 


According to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 
1966, in Oakland, California, to organize black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 


The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther,” 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs” who should be killed. 


The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: 

”Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 
Kill the pigs everywhere.” 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it.” 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
n We will kill Richard Nixon.” 

“ DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 

December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
• and violence."

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper 
had- an article by Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as 
follows:

those that are left turn their weapons on their superiors, 
thereby passing revolutionary judgement against the number 
one enemy of all mankind, the racist U.S. government."

This meeting was attended by approximately 45 persons 
who appeared to be for the most part middle aged_ Jewish couples^ 


Kahane stated that he was seeking members for JDL 
and hoped to establish this organization in Los Angeles. He 
said that existing leaders in the Jewish community in the 
United States have not done a proper job in protecting Jews 
from Anti-Semetism. teaching Jewish youths facts of their heritage 
or'instilling in them a sense of Jewish pride. One of his 
points was that Jews should not be involved in establishing 
Jewish hospitals and that such money could be put to better 
use in protecting Jews from Anti-Semetic violence. Kahane 
appealed to those present to join JDL and as a consequence 
approximately thirty persons signed up for membership. Many 
of those who joined paid the $18.00 membership fee at the 
time. Kahane stated that checks should be made payable to 
J. 0. Y., which source understands is the Jewish Organization 
for Youth. Kahane advised those in attendance that such mem¬ 
bership fees are tax deductible.

Kahane stated that JDL has operated on a budget of 
$70,000 over the last two years and mentioned that members of 
the National Rifle Association have been’giving rifle training 
to JDL members in New York.

Welcome to the ranks of the Jewish Defense League. Membership in 
JDL is a badge of honor and you have become a link in a chain known as 
Ahavat Israel — love of Israel — which extends as far back as the 
dawn of Jewish history. By your application for membership you mani¬ 
fested an understanding of the crisis and problems that beset Jewry to¬ 
day, and the need for a firm and swift solution to them. Above all, 
you indicate your willingness to take part in aiding the Jewish people 
yourself. 

Membership in JDL does not begin nor end with payment of dues and 
the signing of an application form. We have never been and never will 
be an organization satisfied with a large paper membership. We have 
enough of such groups. We look for, and expect, active support from our 
members IN THE WAY BEST SUITED TO THEIR INDIVIDUAL TALENTS AND CAPACITIES 

We expect you to have Ahavat Israel and to sacrifice — if need be - 
for our people. We expect you to have Hadar — pride in Jewishness — 
and a desire to see that the Jewish people stand tall and firm against 
whatever enemies rise up against them. 

We expect active participation at meetings and activities if at all 
physically possible. Thus, we set up minimum standards. When those 
standards are attained, members are entitled to full participation in thE 
organization. 

We look for maturity and responsibility from our members on the one 
hand, and a willingness to abandon timidity and fear on the other. We 
expect you to follow us in doing what must be done, not in what may be 
popular. 

JDL is a disciplined and centralized organization. In these days 
o-f crisis, the reasons are obvious. We insure the swift mobilization 
of our members; we can quickly eliminate any racists or unstable intiivid* 
uals who might drift in; we are able to guarantee that there will be nfei. 
change in basic philosophy of an activist Jewish Defense League; we guar¬ 
antee that a local chapter understands that it is part nf a national or¬ 
ganization and does not merely live for its own particular and parochial 
problem; we eliminate that bane of Jewish existence — internal strife 
and division. 

All this is possible only through the organizational structure cf 
JDL. All final decisions come from our national office which consists 
of an executive board and National Chairman working in consultation, 
with a National Committee . 

Each member Js assigned to a local chapter which is part of a Dis¬ 
trict, headed by a coordinator. This coordinator is in constant touch 
with each chapter chairman in his district. The chapter chairman and 
the coordinator are both sub.lect to' approval by the Executive Heard . 
There is no greater disaster for JDL than to hove the wrong leadership 
on either national or local level. 

We encourage initiative on the part of all chapters but a ny action 
must be cleared with the office , for obvious reasons. The coordinator, 
in conjunction with the national office and in consultation with the 
chanter, can remove and appoint officers and members for good cause.

DEMONSTRATIONS 

One of the fundamental ways In which JDl will achieve its aim of 
awakening people to the crisis and keeping the spotlight on the ex¬ 
tremists, is through public demonstrations. In order for them to be 
most effective, they must be large, well organized and disciplined.

Because of this, and because,our members understand the need * 
for self-sacrifice, we expect every member-who is physically able,- 
to participate in these demonstrations; JDL is not a paper or a 
social group. It Is an organization of people v/ho see the-crisis and ' 
are willing to actively do things to stop it. - 

When you are informed of an activity, we expect you to join with 
your fellow members in struggling for Jewry, That, after all. is 
what JDL is all about. 

SELF DEFENSE 

All those interested in attending physical fitness, karate and 
rifle groups should notify the chapter chairman immediately. 

The purpose of these groups is to teach our members how to 
DEFEND - I emphasize defend - themselves against the tragic violence 
engendered by the Radical Left and racists. 

Under no circumstances whatsoever is any JDL member to use his 
training for any agqresivc action without cause. Under no clrcumstance* 
is any JDL member to carry weapons of any sort except to and from 

practice. Misuse of a weapon can bring disrepute on the entire o^cani-T 
zation. a 

On the other hand, we will-not foolishly fail to learn the art 
of self defense in these dangerous times merely because of the dis¬ 
taste of certain Individuals and groups for the use of weapons. 

We may be smeared by these groups but we who know that our pur¬ 
pose is proper will survive them and their sneers. 

One final note. Th^se who do register for training must look 
upon It as a serious thing and not a game. Stick to it and become 
proficient at it. Responsible expertise will build responsible and 
mature defenders of Jewry and America.

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KAHANE stated that he was seeking members for JDL 
and hoped to establish this organization in Los Angeles. He 
said that existing leaders in the Jewish community in the 
United States have not done a proper job in protecting Jews 
from Anti-Semetism, teaching Jewish youths facts of their 
heritage or instilling- in them a sense of Jewish pride. One 
o.f his points was that Jews should not be involved in estab¬ 
lishing Jewish hospitals and that such money could be put to 
better use in protecting Jews from Anti-Semetic violence. 

KAHANE appealed to those present to join JDL and as a conse- 
quence approximately thirty persons signed up for membership.

KAHANE stated that JDL has operated on a budget of 
$ 70,000 over the last two years and mentioned that members of 
the National Rifle Association have been giving rifle training 
to JDL members in New York. 

KAHANE stated that he intended to return to Los 
Angeles in February, 1971, in furtherance of JDL and added 
that at that time he will speak at various Jewish Synagogues. 

ontinued that on December 3, 1970, he attended- 
by KAHANE at Haines Hall, on the camput of 
the University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA). Source 
stated that KAHANE spoke under the auspices of the Associate 
Students Speakers Program. 

KAHANE explained the aims and purposes of JDL and 
was extremely well received by the approximately 125 persons 
in attendance.

In the article, 
it was stated that yesterday the JDL announced the appointment 
of its counsel, Mr. .2WEIB0N, as its.,new National-Chairman, 
effective next August.. The article pointed out that 2WEIB0N 
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helped found the JDL in I 96 Q? wisth the subject and a third 
man, identified as MORTON DELINSKY, now a resident of Israel. 
The article also pointed out that Mr. ZWEIBON's appointment 
will coincide with the subject's intended establishment of 
residency in Israel. The subject, according to the article, 
would not comment when asked if he intended to surrender his 
United States citizenship.

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The "New York Times" i¥i its issue of January 24, 

1971, on page- 1, contained an article captioned "The Complex 
Past of Meir Kahane". This article reflected that several 
years ago KAHANE was known as- MICHAEL KING, resident of an 
East side .apartment who spent time in Washington as a partner 
in a small company that sought government contracts for political 
research. Under the name of MICHAEL KING, he wrote papers and 
books and once organized a student movement to support the war 
in Vietnam. He said he first started using the name MICHAEL 
KING in 1962, more or less as a lark. According to this 
article, his father,,CHARLES KAHANE, in commenting on the 
shaping of his son's political views, remarked that in 1952 
after swastikas had been smeared on a number of synagogues, 
he, as head of the "Rabbinical Board of Flatbush',' had many 
meetings with local officials. He recalls returning from one 
of these dejected and disspirited and unwittingly he said he 
mentioned it would be a good idea if Jews would organize an 
underground. According to CHARLES KAHANE, the subject took*,.- - 
this seriously. According to the father, in 1947, the subject 
and some of his friends threw:;tomatoes at ERNEST BEVIN, the 
British Foreign Minister, who.was in the United States for a 
visit. This article said the subject attended the Mirrer 
Yeshiva where he was ordained and began calling himself MEIR. 

This article said that according to the subject’s mother, in 
1963 , the subject went to Israel, leaving his ’wife and four 
children, for a few months. A relative who did not want toO 
be identified, according to the article, said at the time of 
his departure, the subject predicted he would soon become a 
member of the Israeli Cabinet. The article said from Israel, 
the subject wrote his parents that he "met with the chief 
Rabbis of Jerusalem" and he was the first Rabbi,American and 
so young, to be admitted among them. The article continued 
the subject served for three months as a Rabbi in a kibbutz 
and then returned home. The article said his mother stated 
he was very upset "at all the fighting among the Jewish 
factions in Israel". 

According to the article, the subject had a close 
friend in Brooklyn, JOSEPH CHURBA and they went to the same school 
and both attended camp in the Catskills., run by Betar, the 
revisionist, Zionist organization. In May, 1969 * the article 
said CHURBA rented a mailing address and a phone number 

under the name of Consultants Research Associates, 509 5th 
Avenue and when the subject started working with Consultant 
Research, he moved seriously in the identity of MICHAEL KING. 
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One of their first ventures was the July 4th Movement, an 
attempt to mobilize campus suppc^rt in favor of the Vietnam 
war. 


The January 18, 1971 issue of "The National Observer" 
a national weekly newspaper, on page 3* contained information 
concerning the JDL and background of KAHANE. This article 
stated at the age of 14, subject enlisted in the American 
branch of-Beta r, a Palestinian Jew ish yoiith movement and 
spent his spare time at docks in Bayonne and Hoboken, smuggling 
guns on freighters bound for the rebels seeking to establish 
Israel as an independent state. 



JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE 

On June 9, 1969 * a source'advised the Jewish Defense 
League (JDL) was formed September, 1968, by Rabbi Meir Kahane, 
a writer for the newspaper "Jewish Press", an Anglo-Jewish 
weekly published in Brooklyn, New- York.__ 

According to the source, JDL is a militant organization 
dedicated to the struggle for democracy, freedom and Jewish rights* 
This militant attitude is reflected in the firearms and karate 
training afforded many of its members. The League regards its 
readiness to use force in certain situations as one of its virtues. 

Public statements by Rabbi Kahane proclaim that the 
purpose of the League is to combat anti-Semitism wherever it 
exists in t£e world. 


Another source advised on November 10, 1970 that the 
JDL is composed primarily of young Jewish militants who consider 
themselves through their militant involvement as the primary 
defender of "Jewish rights in the United States". 

In an effort to dramatize and bring public attention 
to the plight of the Jewish community in Russia, JDL has engaged 
in many demonstrations, vigils and pickets against Soviet official 
establishments and personnel in New York, Washington and other 
cities of the United States. Several of these demonstrations have 
resulted in physical harm and property damage to Russian personnel 
and property and JDL members have been arrested and charged with 
this destruction. 


Similar demonstrations have been conducted by the JDL 
against Arab official establishments, primarily in New York City 
and vicinity to dramatize what the League feels as Arab antagonism 
and injustice against the State of Israel. Several of these 
demonstrations have resulted in physical harm and property damage 
resulting in arrests of JDL members who were charged with this 
destruction. 


According to this source, most well-known Jewish 
organizations are opposed to the JDL on both ideological and 
moral grounds.

WASHINGTON— About 900 persons were arrested here Sunday after they 
sat down near the Soviet Embassy in a peaceful demonstration in support 
of Soviet Jews. Those arrested were part of more than 2,500 persons who had 
marched to the intersection of 16th and K Sts. NW, about 500 feet from 
the embassy, after a rally held by a coalition of Jewish groups, incfuSffigTfie 
militant Jewish Defense League. 

Rabbi Meir Kahane, head of the 
league, was the first to be arrested 
in the sit-down, which blocked the 
intersection to traffic fron \_3 p.m. Jo 
5 plm. ' 
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"We want to show our desperation 
bJr*TRflrSfction," Rabbi Kahane told 
the demonstrators. "President Nix¬ 
on will have to change his policy if. 
enough Jews show themselves will¬ 
ing to sacrifice. . 

Earlier, at the Ellipse, just south 
Qf the White House, Rabbi Kahane 
called on President Nixon to refuse 
to hold any talks with the Soviet 
Union until "they allow the Soviet 
Jews to go free." He said "few 
people care about a Jewish problem 
. . . but the whole world goes to any 
lengths to solve a world problem. 

"We are gathered in Washington 
to give the world a king-sized head¬ 
ache." 

Peaceful and Orderly. 

Like the rally at the Ellipse, the 
sit-down was peaceful and orderly. 
Exhorted to nonviolence, demon¬ 
strators accepted arrest without 
physical resistance or epithet. 

Both District of Columbia Police 
Chief Jerry V. Wilson and Asst. 
Chief George R..Donahue estimated 
that the number arrested, including 
many juveniles, was about 900. 
Some were students from New York. 

More than 250 uniformed Wash¬ 
ington policemen were massed in 
the vicinity of the Soviet Embassy 
when the demonstrators ap¬ 
proached. At least 30 uniformed 
members of the Executive Protec¬ 
tive ^Service were also in the area. 

Marching north on 16th St. from 
the rally, the demonstrators, car¬ 
rying banners and placards, made 
no effort to breach the line of police¬ 
men and motorscooters across 16th 
St.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) —More 
than 500 Jew’s were arrested in 
downtown Washington Sunday 
when they staged a massive sit- 
in near the Soviet Embassy as 
a protest to the treatment of 
Russian Jews. 

The sit-in, which tied up the 
intersection - of 16th and K 
streets for nearly two hours, 
climaxed a protest sponsored 
by the militant Jewish Defense 
League against the condition of 
Soviet Jews. 

The protest began with a 
rally on the Ellipse, a park 
behind the White House, where 
JDL leader Rabbi Meir Kahane 
told the crowd of about 2,000 
they had come to Washington 
4< to give the world a king-sized 
headache.” 

Kahane said that Jews were 
finally being allowed permission 
to leave Russia “because 
American Jews are prepared to 
charge the barricades and get 
arrested and do all the things 
we should have been doing for 
50 years.” 

Kahane led the noisy but 
disciplined crowd from the 
Ellipse past the White House 
through Lafayette Square and 
down 16th Street. 

About a dozen police blocked 
the intersection of 16th and K, 
a block and a half from the 
Soviet Embassy. Federal law 
prohibits demonstrations within 
500 feet of any foreign legation. 

Kahane marched straight to! 
the police lines then turned 
a round an d motioned his fol¬ 
lowers to sit. 


Five minutes later police 
declared the demonstration 
unlawful and began arresting 
the demonstrators. Kahane was 
the first to go, but just before 
he was tied to a waiting bus, he 
told the crowd through a bull 
horn to .be nonviolent.

Arrest Record 


Hie February 24, 1971 issue of “The lieu York TineV r 
contained an article on page 6 captioned ‘Hahano is Guilty of 
Disorderly Conduct.” This article reflected that the subiect 
uas convicted on February 23* 1971, on charges of obstructing 
governmental administration and disorderly conduct. Hie arti¬ 
cle said that the 6-member jury that deliberated three hours 
on the bindings, dismissed a. charge of resisting arrest. 
Criminal Court Judge IR7I1TG L.YTG set April 13, 1971, for 
sentencing. Obstructing governmental administration, a mis¬ 
demeanor, carries a maximum sentence of one year in prison, 
and a $1,000.00 fine. Disorderly conduct, a violation, is 
punishable by fifteen days in jail. The article stated that 
the verdict on February 23, 1971, arose from a December 30, 
1969 demonstration at the Soviet liission to the United Rations, 
Hie a.rticle stated that the subject was released in his own 
recognisance. According to this article, the subject told re¬ 
porters he was to take an evening flight to Brussels to attend 
the Uorld Conference of Soviet Je-.rry.

The article stated that the subject spoke to students 
at the University of Toronto and York University, where he 
was invited to speak by the A'ctiop Committee for Soviet Jewry. ^_

College. Accor dingtojmjl KAHANE arrived latefor his en¬ 
gagement and addressed the group from 8:30 to 9:30 PM, and then 
answered questions for approximately 30 minutes. 


JHJiPadvised KAHANE began his lecture by tracing the 
plight of me jews during World War II, pointing out that Presi¬ 
dent ROOSEVELT was petitioned by Jewish leaders to bomb the rail-, 
way facilities leading to and supplying Auschwitz Concentration ' 
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Camp, but turned a deaf ear and as a result, one million Jews 
died at that concentration camp and six million died throughout 
Europe. 


KAHANE stated the black people, having been oppressed 
in this country for a number of years, responded some 25 years 
later and went to the streets. Once in the streets, they got 
results. KAHANE questioned as to why the Rabbis were not in 
Washington, D. C._during World War II or why a hundred thousand 
Jews were not protesting in the streets of New York during that - 
period. He stated, the reason for this was due to the fact that 
Jews have a hang-up called, "Respectability." 

KAHANE stated it was time that the plight of the Jews 
in the Soviet Union was taken off Page 40, where it has been 
put by the Jexvish establishment and put on Page 1 where it 
belongs. He advised that the Jewish Defense League is a "ra¬ 
dical organization" and they have made the news media put the 
question of the Soviet Jews on Page 1 for the past two months. 

During his speech, KAHANE cited scriptures and Jew¬ 
ish teaching, saying that it was recorded that Moses once ob¬ 
served an Egyptian slaying an Israelite and Moses took up a 
weapon and slew the Egyptian. He therefore concluded from this 
Jewish teaching that violence was sometimes necessary, and when 
the lifeof a Jew was threatened, murder also be demanded. 

KAHANE stated the problem of the Jews in Russia is 
a very real one, and that prior to the actions of the JDL, 
President NIXON was not losing any sleep over the problems of 
the Jews. KAHANE stated, "in order to get the President of the 
United States to do anything about the Joviet Jewish problem, 
it was necessary to nake their problem his problem." He pointed 
out harassing of Soviets in the United States has done this, and 
a continued program of disrupting Soviet life in the United 
States may eventually bring results. 

KAHANE pointed out "President NIXON, as well as past 
president," has been building bridges to the Soviet Union over 
the bodies of Jews." He advised perhaps the actions of the JDL 
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will stop this deplorable practices He also advised that he 
does not want an all out war with Russiay but if the JDL con¬ 
tinues to harass Soviets and to make their life uncomfortable, 
perhaps the Russians will say, "the Goddam Jews aren't worth 
the aggravation," and release a couple thousand Jews. 


KAHANE stated the aim of the JDL was to attempt to 
disrupt the Strategic Arms Limitations Talks (SALT), by 
suspending them temporarily with emphasis on temporary sus¬ 
pension. He'further advised that perhaps the JDL could upset 
~ the cultural exchange program also. - He pointed out that be¬ 
cause both these programs are vital to the Soviets in their 
maintaining contact with the United States, a disruption of 
those would be disagreeable to both the United States and 
Russia. The actions of the JDL could not possibly make the 
oppression of the Jews in Russia any worse. 



r advised that during the question and answer 
period following KAHANE 1 s speech, KAHANE pointed out he 
planned to move from the United States to Israel, where he 
would set up an International Office of the JDL. He pointed 
out he would make this move in the very near future, taking 
his wife and children with him, but stated, however, he would 
frequently be in the United States on speaking engagements. 

He further advised the JDL has had numerous inquiries about 
its movement from concerned Jews all over the world and that 
this was the reason for opening an International Office.

Parley, Is Ousted From Belgium.”. This article stated that 
the subject vas eupelled from Belgium today (February 24, 1973 
after he had been refused admittance to a conference of Jevisl 
organisations on the situation of Soviet Jens. After having 
been barred from the meeting, he ras detained ten hours by the 
Belgium Police for questioning and vas then forced to depart 
on a plane to London. 


The subject, according to the article, had been 
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allowed Into the front hall of the Palais des Congres, a con¬ 
vention hall, where he made a written request for an opportu¬ 
nity to speak. It was rejected as had been a request before 
the conference. The article said he left the hall stating he 
had not come "to destroy the conference" but wished to exert 
his right to speak. 

The article, further stated that the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice said it had been advised by the.conference leadership 
that the subject had been barred from the proceedings and 
that in view of the possibility of a disturbance, he was 1 
being expelled. 


On Page 13 of this same issue of "The New York 
Times", dateline London, February 24, 1971, there appeared 
an article that the subject on the arrival at London, stated 
he did not plan to return to Brussels to protest his expul¬ 
sion. The article quoted the subject as saying "I think that 
anytime there'is pressure to have someone whose views are not 
popular silenced, it is very bad not just for myself, but for 
the general process of democracr." The article continued that 
the subject would not say how long he planned to remain in 
Britain, but he did say that after he returned to the United 
States he would intensify his campaign to induce the Soviet

T h c Jewish Defense League, 
.vhose harassment of Russian offici- 
and protests for Soviet Jewry 
lave so far been confined to eastern 
'Sties, has opened West Coast head¬ 
quarters in Los Angeles. 

The membership is "in excess of 
?,00." said Jan Okin, 28, associate 
West Coast coordinator. 

"In the last two and one-half 
weeks we've picked up about 100 
members—about 80 of them high 
school and college-age Jews," said 
Okin in the second-floor offices of 
the league at 509 N. Fairfax Ave. 

The membership drive, which also 
Includes mailed invitations from A1 
S. F.pstein, 63, of Beverly Hills, the 
other chapter coordinator, is a pre¬ 
lude to the arrival Wednesday of 
the league's executive directot^Ra]> 
bl'foelr Kahane. 


Rabbi Kahane is scheduled to 
speak 11 times in Los Angeles and 
San Diego, mostly at synagogues 
and college campuses, during a five- 
day stay. • ■ 

The New York rabbi and the 
league have been condemned _ by 
most established Jewish organiza¬ 
tions for ultramilitar t tactics. Rabbi 
Kahane was turned back at the 
doors of the World Conference on 
Soviet Jewry at Brussels Feb. 24 
and subsequently expelled by the 
Belgian government, though a num¬ 
ber of U.S. Jew3 have argued that 
Rabbi Kahane should be allowed to 
present his viewpoint. 

League spokesmen deny the JDL 
is responsible for damage to Soviet 
offices in the United States, but they 
acknowledge harassment of Russian 
citizens in this country. 

Okin said the chapter here plans to 
boycott travel agencies that handle 
reservations for Aeroflot, the Soviet 
airline, and U.S. businesses or indus¬ 
tries that deal in Russian products. 

The chapter, which Okin said in¬ 
cludes ”40 very active members who 
jump right -into work here," also 
hopes to hold cultural heritage clas¬ 
ses and push-for Jewish ethnic stu¬ 
dies in schools. 

The West Coast chapter-actually 
was formed last fall when 400 heard 
Rabbi Kahane speak at the Century

KAHA TIE and other speakers at a rally had urged continued 
demonstrations and harassment of .Soviets in the United States, 
until all Jews who want to, are allowed to leave Russia, and 
those ivho stay, are no longer persecuted. According to the 
article, those arrested were to be charged with disorderly 
conduct and released in lieu of $10 collateral.

.University, Island, The program began with 

a speech by \ former Soviet Jew, who, through 

an interpreter, describe^nis experiences in the UnionofSoviet 
Socialis-t Republics.

reliable information in the-past advised that Rabbi - - 

Meir Kahane, the leader of the Jewish Defense League (JDL) 
arrived in Los Angeles, California, on March 31, 1971, at' 

Los Angeles International Airport via Trans World Airlines 
Flight 87. At the airport Kahane held a news conference 
and explained that he was in Los Angeles to conduct a 
series of speeches explaining the purposes of JDL and to 
enlist support for the organization. 


Source learned that during Kahane*s stay in Los 
Angeles he was staying at the Beverly Carlton Hotel, 9400 
West Olympic Boulevard, Beverly Hills. 

Source advised that at 9:00 p.m., March 31, 

1971* Kahane spoke at Temple Stephen S. Wise, 15500 
Stephen S. Wise Drive, Bel Air, California. Source stated 
that Kahane was the -main speaker and spoke on the principles 
and philosophies of the JDL. He solicited funds and support 
for JDL and was well received by the approximately 700 persons 
■who had paid a minimum of two dollars a seat. 

Source stated that on April 1, 1971, at 11:00 a.m. 
Kahane spoke for nearly one hour in the free speech area 
at Los Angeles Valley Junior College, Van Nuys, California. 
Some 200 persons listened as he sought to explain the purposes 
of JDL. At one point he was disrupted by a small group 
of agitators who raised clinched fists and shouted "power 
to the people". This group had little effect and Kahane 
kept full control of the audience. Source added that there 
were approximately 15 JDL people acting as guardsyfor Kahane. 
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Source added that at 8:00 p.m. in the evening of 
April 1 , 1971, Kahane addressed approximately 500 persons 
at Temple Akiba, 5249 South Sepulveda, Culver City, 
California.

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He recounted a brief history of the Jews in the 
United States and throughout the world since world War II, 
and attempted to described how jews have been content to 
receive the sympathy and consolation of the world rather 
than obtain definite results. Drawing a parallel to the 
Negro problem in the United States and their militant 
measures initiated to obtain equality, he stated that 
Jews have now started to take similar measures. ~~He 
indicated that for many years Jews- have been willing'to 
accept verbal consolation and compassion with very little 
results. Referring to the recent militant action of the 
JDL, Rabbi KAHANE indicated that this was the reason more 
Soviet Jews were allowed to leave Russia, in recent weeks 
than ever before. He felt it was about time jews received 
their priority. 

He maintained that, "if one comes to slay you, 
slay him first". He indicated that the JDL gives young 
Jews a cause and a reason to want to be Jewish. He thought 
the present leaders of Russia were weak and that through 
internal pressure within Russia, and by the action of Jews 
outside of Russia, that country could be forced to permit 
Soviet Jews to leave Russia.for Israel. 

Rabbi KAHANE said, "There is nothing wrong with 
violence if there is no other way for a Jew to live." He 
maintained, however, that violence should not be used if 
the change desired could be obtained in a nonviolent form. 

He advised that next Sunday, on March 21, 1971, there would 
be a march on Washington, D. C., to draw attention to the 
plight of Soviet Jewry. Rabbi KAHANE claimed that in 
New York, the JDL is frequently contacted by Jews in various 
sections of New York City" when protection is needed because 
of intimidation by other groups. He advocated that Jews 
should demonstrate for anti-racism and felt that Jewish 
organizations should initiate legal maneuvers to obtain 
objectives.

These measures included demon¬ 
strations, boycotting Russian goods,- and all business with 
Russia. Also, he stated that all types of exchange-, s.pch 
as cultural, scientific, economic, progress, etc., with ' 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR) should be 
terminated. He stated the JDL hoped to obtain the names, 
addresses and telephone numbers of all Russian officials 
in the United States and harass them through telephone 
calls and by following them, hoping by these means to 
pressurize their government into releasing Soviet Jews. 

The Rabbi, terminated his lecture by stating that 
his organization was small but determined and that they 
were looking for new members. He said the JDL had a few 
non-Jews in the organization and welcomed them for members.

After Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Tom Patterson refused to relin¬ 
quish the transcripts, he was 
given until this morning’s hear-!

Mitchell submitted to the| 
court an affidavit citing the gov¬ 
ernment’s contested authoriza- 
ition for the wiretaps, 
j In the affidavit, Mitchell 
I argued that the government did 
:not have to seek court warrants 
'for the wiretaps because the 
|JDL constituted a threat to U.S. 
security. The 13 defendants are 
charged in' two indictments with 
gun control and munitions viola¬ 
tions and with conspiring to 
bomb offices and homes of Sovi¬ 
et diplomat? here and in New 
York.

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It certainly wasn't the “way that "nice 
Jewish boys’* are traditionally supposed 
to behave—but then that is the whole 
point of New York City's Jewish Defense 
League, To protest the plight of Soviet 
Jewry last week, the militant New York 
group staged simultaneous raids on the 
Manhattan offices of Tass (the Soviet 
press agency). Intourist (the travel 
agency) and Aeroflot (the airline). Avra- 
ham Hershkovitz, a JDL leader who was 
bom in a Nazi concentration camp, later 
recalled his visit to Intourist: "One Rus¬ 
sian was very uncooperative ... he tried 
to pdl a pair of scisjori from a drawer. 
So I slammed the drawer on his hand. X 
got full cooperation after that." 

At Intourist the invaders painted the 
walls with Hebrew slogans like “Am. 
Yixroel Chai [Let Israel Live]"; at Ken¬ 
nedy airport, two of them handcuffed 
themselves to the nose wheel t>f a Soviet 
Ilyushin 62. The events struck even the 
most demonstration-immune New Yorker 
as a bit bizarre, but to the city’s police— 
who the very next night arrested some 
30 JDL members after a free-swinging 
melee in front of the Soviet U.N. mission 
—the Jewish Defense League has been a 
cause for concern for some time. 

Patsy: Organized sixteen months ago 
by an intense, 36-year-old rabbi named 
Meir Kahane, the league believes that 
dramatic, sometimes violent, measures 
are the most effective way of implement¬ 
ing its motto of “Never Again" (a refer¬ 
ence to the 6 million Jewish victims of the 
Nazis during World War II). The JDL 
holds to three basic convictions: that anti- 
Semitism is on the rise in the U.S.’s urban 
centers; that this bigotry is largely gen¬ 
erated by black militants and radical left¬ 
ist groups like the Students for a Demo¬ 
cratic Society, and that government 
apathy toward that threat amounts to 
acquiescence. “We’re frightened * says 
Rabbi Kahane. “So we’re out to change 
the traditional image of the Jew as a 
patsy. We want our young people to 
stand straight and tall. Every kid Knows 
that a bully will keep beating you up 
until you light back." 

Although the league has modest con¬ 
tingents in. such other cities as Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland and Montreal, it 
makes most of its headlines in New York, 


where Jews make up a quarter of the 
population. Garbed in jaunty blue berets, 
sometimes brandishing baseball bats and 
bicycle chains, the JDL has in recent 
months: 

■ Hospitalized eight neo-Nazis who were 
picketing a JDL demonstration with signs 
that read "£as the Jews" (“Nobody t "says 
Kahane, “is going to carry those signs in 
this city"). 

• Dispatched an armed contingent of 30 
members to guard a temple on Fifth 
Avenue, where black militant James For¬ 
man had been expected to appear and 
demand reparations for alleged Jewish 
exploitation of blacks. Forman never 
showed. 

» Polked an election to the model-cities 
council in Brooklyn's Crown Heights sec¬ 
tion, where Jewish candidates had pre¬ 
viously been defeated. This time sixteen 
of 24 Jewish candidates on the ballot 
won council posts. 

This kind of activism has brought down 
upon the league the righteous wrath of 
traditional Jewish organizations. In a re¬ 
cent report, the president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations 
charged that “Jews carrying baseball 
bats and chains, standing in phalanxes, 
like goon squads, in front of synagogues, 
are no less offensive than whites wearing 
robes and hoods ... standing in front of 
burning crosses." Other Jewish leaders 
have dubbed the JDL “a bunch of vig¬ 
ilantes" and "the Jewish Panthers." 

' None of this upsets Kahane, who sees 
the JDL as a revolt against the “be nice, 
Irving" syndrome of the Jewish Estab¬ 
lishment. “Our organization is made up 
of the un wealthy, the people who feel 
the pain," he says, “Let those other Jews 
come out of Scarsdale and into Brooklyn 
and criticize us and maybe 1*11 listen." 
The JDL says it has 7,000 members, 
drawn from all walks of life-taxi drivers, 
teachers, merchants and students. About 
three-fourths of them are concentrated in 
the five boroughs of New York. 

Under Kahane, the oiganization tack¬ 
les the issues closest to this urban constit¬ 
uency: neighborhood deterioration, the 
intimidation of teachers and, most cru¬ 
cial, threats of violence against Jewish 
merchants. During last summer's racial 
disturbances in Passaic, N.J., a squad of 


JDL members armed with shotguns 
guarded Jewish-owned stores. No one 
got hurt, but in the words of the league's 
general counsel, Bertram Zweibon, “If 
the rioters had entered, they would 
have been shot" 

Rapists: Perhaps the most important 
activity of the JDL is its nightly surveil¬ 
lance of Jewish neighborhoods in Brook¬ 
lyn, the Bronx and low'er Manhattan. 
Some fifteen JDL patrol cars, equipped 
with two-way radios, cruise the streets to 
check on veshivas and shops while foot 
patrols prowl for muggers and rapists. 
JDL i.tv-r’jers volunteer for patrol duty 
and supply their own cars, but out of its 
slim $5,000-a-year patrol budget the 
JDL pays for radio units. For its operat¬ 
ing money the organization depends up¬ 
on membership dues (S10 a year; $3 for 
students) and community contributions. 

On a recent evening, a blue station 
wagon piloted by 18-vear-old Gene Keller 
made a slow tour of East Flatbush—a pre¬ 
dominantly Jewish neighborhood. “This 
is an island in the middle of hell," Keller 
told Newsweek s Tom Matthews. Then, 
as the car reached an intersection mark¬ 
ing the borders of the sprawling black 
ghetto, he pointed out the window at 
Brooklyn’s East New. York area and an¬ 
nounced: “Hell is over there." 

Such attitudes draw charges of racism 
from Negroes, but league officials insist 
that their only aim is to “transmit the 
image thatjour people can take cafe of 
themselves." To reinforce that image, the 
JDL last summer opened a self-defense- 
instruction camp for teen-agers in the 
Catskills. While their less committed 
peers lolled around pools at surrounding 
Borscht Belt resorts, several dozen Jew¬ 
ish youths sweated through grueling, 
eight-week sessions in karate and rifle 
practice. Most came from sections of the 
city where the young religious Jew, with 
his yarmulke and scholarly ways, has long 
been regarded by black toughs as an 
easy mark for extortion and physical har¬ 
assment. “I saw my friends getting the 
hell beat out of them" recalls 25-year-old 
Steve Abrams, a burly karate expert. 
“Now I say never again. It used to be you 
hit a Jew, he turned the other cheek. We 
are saying you hit a Jew, you gonna be 
hit back."

Kahane stated this^was typical 
of the harassment the JDL has received from tiW police and 
he would have to watch what he said as the officer was only 
there for the purpose of hearing Kahane say something that 
could be used against him. Kahane called for more militant 
action by JDL members stating that the police were not 
friends of JDL and if the police interfered with the actions 
of the JDL they would be dealt with as any other enemy. 

Kahane mentioned that relative to mass arrests of many JDL 
members in Washington, D. C. some nine policemen were 
beaten up by JDL members.

Source stated that in general Kahane has apparently 
slipped in his appeal to the Jewish community in Los Angeles 
noting that on his previous trip to this area in the Spring 
of 1971, he had drawn turn away audiences and had been able 
to draw substantial offerings from these audiences. Source 
noted that on this occasion his audiences were greatly 
reduced in number and they were very few offerings collected. 

Source further advised that to the best of source's 
knowledge, Kahane slept during his stay in JLL Headquarters, 
7456 Beverly Boulevard, Los Angeles, California.
